The Supervisors, who 
are always in close touch with the 
strong sporting interest of that 
county which recognizes fully the 
immense value of its fish and game 
attractions, are disposed to favor a 
reduction of the refuge to the ter- 
ritory lying between the lakes and 
exclusive of them. bounded by the 
crest and desert roads in south and 
east, Bear Creek and the Santa Ana 
farther west, and taking in the 
north slope country to the boundary 
of the Angeles Forest Reserve, 
which is now outside the refuge. 
Fish and Game District 4-A, as this 
refuge is known, now includes much

NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—-Charles 
E. Chapin, city editor of the New 
York Evening World, whose wife 
was found shot dead in her room at 
a hotel here yesterday, surrendered 
himself to the police today. 

Chapin wrote to a business asso- 
clate yesterday at suicide 
and declaring that his wife had 
been “such a good pal that I can- 
not leave her alone in the world.” 
Declaring that his mind had been 
wandering, Chapin told the police 
he had been unable for several days 
to recall his own name. 
| Subsequently, Chapin told the po- 
lice how he killed his wife.. He said 
he had been driven to the deed 
through desperation caused by de- 
mands of creditors. Approach of a 
policeman, he said, prevented his 
suicide while seated in the park. 
Chapin asserted that he commit- 
ted the murder early yesterday morn- 
ing. While his wife slept, he said, 
he tried first to shoot her with a 
magazine revolver, but it failed to 


@ischarge. He then brought out a 
police pistol and fired the fatal shot. 


WANDERED ALL DAY. 


After breakfast, the editor con- 
tinued, he went to the park where 
he had planned to kill himself. He 
wandered about throughout the day 
and night, he declared, and this 
morning, reading in the newspapers

Me- 
Gee, Chapin told him that not—only 
had he intended to commit suicide 
in Washington four years ago, but 
that he had intended to kill his wife 
there, had bought a plot in a cem- 
etery ,and had selected a monument 
to be placed over their graves. 

‘ Mr. McGee stated that Chapin also 
said he had gone to Maine last June 
to commit suicide, but had decided 
it was unfair to leave behind him 
his wife. 

CONFESSES MURDER. 

Mr. McGee said Chapin confessed 
finally shooting his wife here at 7 
o'clock yesterday morning. Accord- 
ing to Chapin, she lived for half an 
hour, but never regained conscious- 
ness. A few minutes after her death 
he received. newspapers from the 
bell boy and later left the hotel. 

After describing Chapin’s move- 
ments yesterday, Mr. McGee said the 
editor, on reading today an account 
of the murder, decided that, instead 
of committing suicide, 
honorable thing to do was to sur- 
render himself.” A request which 
Le made tonight to attend his wife's 
funeral tomorrow has been refused. 

Mr. McGee sald that Chapin, a 
relative of Russell Sage, had told 
him his life story, relating how he 
had founded a small paper in the 
West when he was a boy and had

CEMETERY OF 


HUN CRAVES. 


Great Cross and Lion Marks the Resting 
Pace of Hundreds at St. Mihiel. 


BY EDWIN 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY, 
Sept. 17.—I was coming down @& 
um north of St. Mihiel this morn- 
ing, when around the curve there 


burst into sight in the bright sun- 
shine what seemed a vast expanse 
of white. On the side cf the noble 
hill was a great graveyard filled with 
massive marble tombstones and 
monuments, symmetrical and new. It 
stretched from the roadside far up 
the hill, on top of which stood an 
enormous black Iron Cross. Al 
these graves were German graves, & 
great German graveyard on which 
care had been lavished and much 
wealth spent. Flowers bicomed ev- 
erywhere, and in one end a great 
lion stood, twenty-five feet high with 
lifted paw pointing Paris-ward “a 
head looking westward where lay 
America. 
This graveyard was an astounding 
sight, nothing less. In it lay fully 
6000 Germans. and the dates on the 
graves were all the way from 1914 
to 1918. Here a member of the 
German nobility lay in a great mau- 
soleum. Here was a big vault fcr a 
Boche colonei and here and re

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meny tons weight. This graveyard 
was more or less a surprise, for the 
general policy of the Germans is to 
carry the illustrious dead back heme. 

Could its presence on St. Mihtel 
Hill mean the Germans intended to 
say there. No British, no French, 
no Americans have deen buried 
there. Loving faces and gallant 
tributes were carved on every tomb- 
stone. The stone came from French 
quarries, but the work was done by 
special artisans brought frcm Ger- 
many. The thing seemed unbeliev- 
able. * 

Stretching a quarter of a mile 
long, hundreds after hundreds of 
tombstones in line stood as straight 
as German precision could make 
them. Up the hill one after an- 
other in terraces the white lines ran 
to where the lion and Iron Cross 
crowned the . The whole 
was grand and massive, but not 
beautiful. 

I don't know what the French will! 
do about it. It does not look as if 
the Boche intended to move it. Sup- 
pose the French allow the graves 
to remain there, but that daring 
thirty-foct Iron Cross, also that ar- 
rogant lion with his paw raised to 
crush France if he had his way.

MAY OWN REAL ESTATE

JUDGE ORAIG, IN SUPERIOR 
COURT SUSTAINS DEMUR- 
RER IN HARADA CASE.

RIVERSIDE, Sept. 17.—Japanese, 
born in California, may acquire and 
retain title to real estate, and no 
violation of the alien land law re- 
sults, according to an opinion handed 
down today by Judge Hugh H. Craig 
of the Superior Court here in the 
case of the People of the State of 
California vs. H. Harada. 

Harada, a Japanese restaurant 
keeper at Riverside, bought certain 
pro in the chil- 
dren, who were rn in forn 
taking the position that they were 
native born and therefore not aliens. 
Atty.-Gen. U. 8. Webb brought a suit 
on behalf of the State, to escheat 
the property under the provisions 
of the alien land law. The defend- 
ants interprosed a demurrer to the 
complaint, which had the effect of 
bringing the legal questions involved 
on for hearing, and the ruling of 
today was made by Judge Craig in 
sustaining the demurrer, which 
meant that the defendant's conten- 

» would pro move against 
the decision. é 

This California alien land law 
prohibits persons not eligible to cit- 
izenship from acquiring real estate 
in California, except to the extent 
and for the purposes prescribed by 
treaty and with a further exception 
in favor of leases for agricultural 
purposes not exceeding three years. 

After the enactment of the law. 
Jukichi Harada, a Japanese, bought 
a lot in a residential neighborhood 


sued to Mine, Sumi and Yoshizo 
Harada, his three minor children. 
They were born in the United States 
and were therefore citizens and en- 


ulse | titled to hold real estate. 


People living in the neighbor- 
hood object to the Japanese occupy- 
ing the property and a committee 
waited upon Harada with an offer 
to buy the lot from him at a price 
above that which he had paid. He 
declined to sell, explaining it was 
the kind of a neighborhood in which 
he wished to bring up his children. 

It was the contention of Joseph 
L. Lewinsohn, Deputy Attorney-Gen- 
eral, who represented the State in 
the litigation, that Harada had the 
deed issued to his children merely 
as a subterfuge to evade the law. 
Harada insisted that in having the 
deed issued to his children he made 
them an outright and unconditional 
gift of the property. Thie was the 
igsue involved in the decision handed 
down today.
